Saute garlic in oil, add mustard, soy sauce, rosemary, 

wine vinegar. Marinate roast 24 hours, turning at Inast four 
times. Remove roast and add 1 tablcspoon \Vorchostershire 
since, 2 tablespoon.s catsup and 1 tablespoons A-l sauce. Use 
this for basting roast which can bo placed on barbecue grill 
or in broiler. It should ix> turned every five initiates and 
cooked about 25 minutes a side for medium cooked roast.

ENCHILADA CASSEROLE

dozen tortillas 
can chopped olives 
pound ground meat 
pound cheese 
cans (303) or

1 2'/z can enchilada sauce 
1 cup grated onions (green) 
Garlic to taste 
Mushrooms if desired

Brown ground meat, add onions and olives. Alternate 
layers of tortillas, meal mixture, sauce, cheese, onnns, etc., 
ending with saucs, meat and cheese. Cook 350 degrees.

(3 Layer or Loaf)

2 1 3 cup sour cream
eggs

tsp. baking powder 
ii tsp. salt

tsp. soda.

cups sugar 
% cup butter 

2 Vz cups sifted flour 
t'z cups mashed bananas

(ripe) 
1 "2 cups nut meats

Cream butter and sugar, adding eggs, mashed bananas, 
sour cream ,and nuts, beating well after each addition..Sift 

flour, salt, and paking powder together and add to mixture. 
Dissolve soda in little water and add to cake. Make 325 
degrees for 45 minutes or until done. Cake is quite brown 
when done, and can be served warm or cooled and frosted 
with butter frosting.
